The  theme  for  this  discourse  will  be 
based  upon  Maurice  Samuel’s  new  volume,  “The  Great  Hatred,”  in  which  is 
presented  a  startling,  bold  and  original  thesis  which  cuts  more  deeply  than  the  normal 
explanations  of  anti-Semitism.  Jewish  manners,  the  economic  factors,  etc.,  are 
analyzed  with  other  basic  causes  of  anti-Semitism.

Rabbi  Steinberg  regards  the  book  and 
its  thesis  of  great  significance.  He  will 
present  and  analyze  it  critically.
